Dr. Anna Shaw in address to 
Suffragists says they refuse to 
permit the soprano to be heard. 


NASHVILLE, TENN., Nov. 12.—In 
her address here tonight before 
the national convention of suf- 
fragists, Dr. Anna H. Shaw, the 
president, said: 

“If men could be made to use 
the same sense of justice in their 
consideration of women that they 
employ with regard to men, the suf- 
frage fight would be won. But they 
seem unable todo this, because men 
are the great sentimentalists of the 
race. 

“All that women are asking is 
that men believe what they them- 
selves say. They say they want a 
government ‘of the people, by the 
people and for the people’ but by 
their treatment of women regard- 
ing the ballot they show they do 
not believe that. 


**Men say the ‘voice of the people 
is the voice of God,’ but they re- 
fuse to permit the soprano to be 
raised along with the bass. The 
great difficulty with this goverment 
is that we have been listening to 
one big bass solo. 


‘‘The men of America make much 
of their boasted democracy, but

references investigated by the experts of 
the various children’s home finding asso- 
dations, which will cotperate with Tue 
TRIBUNE in the work.

Advisory Body to Approve. 

All'steps to be taken in this or any 
other regard will be submitted for ap- 
proval to the members of an advisory 
committee, which is now being organized 
und which will be representative of all 
the interests involved.

tion is necessary in order to comply with 
the Juvenile court act, which provides 
that children given for adoption musty so 
far as practicable, be taken only into 
families holding the same religious faith 
as that of their parents. 

The blank will require a definite state- 
ment as to whether the applicant desires 
legally to adopt a child, to provide in- 
definitely for its support and education, 
without adoption, or to give it a home for 
& specified number of years, until its 
mother or other relatives can reclaim it. 


Work in Europe Begins at Once. 

Meanwhile the work of making the 
hecessary arrangements abroad will be 
promptiy bezun. Within the next ten 
days representatives of THe TRIBUNE | 
will gail for Europe to visit the warring | 
countries and the various temporary ref- | 
uges where children who are fatherless | 
and homeless and whose relatives are | 
hot able to provide for them are being | 
cared for as is best possible under the 
circumstances. 

The physicians of the National Public 
Health service, who are already sta- 
tioned abroad, will codperate with THe | 
TRIBUNE physicians in making sure that 
no children are brought to this country 
Who are not free from the taint of seri- 
ous disease. All necessary legal precau- 
tions will be taken so that there will be 
bo danger of future complications. 

Trained nurses and others who are ac- 
customed to dealing with children will 
accompany the small immigrants to the 
United States and will bring them safely 
through to Chicago and their new homes.

TROUT DELEGATES WIN 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 12.—The Nation- 
al American Woman Suffrage association 
today entered into a lively discussion of 
the blacklist as a political weapon. 

The argument for a pclicy of action, of 
hit and take—a policy of suffrage by force 
—appeared to be winning when it was de- 
cided to continue the discussion and vote 
on the question tomorrow. 

Incidentally it was agreed in executive 
council by a vote of 42 to 15 that the as- 
sociation should remain nonpartisan. The 
council also went on record as opposed to 
attacks on any political party. 


Dr. Shaw to Be Re-elected? 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, the national 
president, whose conservatism in the past 
| has aroused numerous protests, has taken 
a lead in urging radical action. By doing 
So she has caused a wave of enthusiasm 
| for her candidacy for president. Her 
|backers assert there is now no chance 
| for her failing of reélection for another 
‘term. Opposition to her appears to be 
vanishing. 

The matter of blacklisting congressional 
candidates started the upheaval in the 
afternoon session of the opening of the 
convention. Women from all parts of the 
country spoke in favor of the blacklist. 
Wherever there was opposition to It, other 
delegates from the same states as those 
voicing opposition spoke in favor of the 
Pian. 


Amendments Come Up Today. 

Open discussion of the suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution was avoided to- 
day, but will come up for argument along 
with the blacklist proposition tomorrow. 

What sentiment was expressed today 
appeared to favor the Shafroth amend- 
ment rather than the Susan B. Anthony 
proposition, which is supported by the 
Illinois delegation, headed by Mrs. Grace 
Wilbur Trout, which was today seated 
by the credentials committee. 

Mrs. Sherman Booth of the Glencoe 
Suffrage association had set up a contest 
for a place in the delegation, 

Now that the delegation has been ap- 
proved, Mrs. Trout will have fifty women 
with her in the fight against the &hafroth 
amendment. There are not exceeding 350 
delegates to the convention here. 


Blacklist Argument Heated. 

Illinois figured extensively in the dis- 
cussion of the blacklist campaign. All 
the opposition shown on the floor appar- 
ently was centered against Mrs. Medill 
McCormick. 

Mrs. Trout started the fight. She de- 
fended Congressman James R..Mann of 
Chicago, who was blacklisted. Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick was asked what the result of 
the blacklist had been. 

‘The case of Congressman Mann is a 
striking example of the good the black- 
list has done,”’ she replied. ‘ Congress- 
man Mann always has been a strong 
anti-suffragist. He has stood probably 
for more reactionary measures than any 
man in congress. He insulted women on 
the floor of congress at the time of the 
Washington parade. His attitude to the 
women at Washington has been one of 
not much consideration. After the black- 


list was published with his name in it 
he declared himself for woman suffrage."’ 


Mrs. Trout Defends Mann. 

“Tt is only just to Mr. Mann to state 
the facts,’’ Mrs. Troutsald. “ At the time 
the blacklist was published our suffrage 
bill hung in the balance in the hands of 
the Supreme court. The state board re- 
fused to vote to violate the fundamental 
principle of our organization, nonparti- 
sanship. We protested against blacklist- 
ing. 

‘Mr. Mann wrote to me, but not until 
after he knew that our state was against 
blacklisting. That policy will never put 
men into the gentle frame of mind neéeces- 
eary to secure suffrage.” 


Criticises Acts of Chicagoan. 
Mrs. William Zuerin read a letter from 


Miss Julia Lathrop to Mr. Mann thanking 
him for his support of an appropriation 
for the children’s bureau. 

Mrs. McCormick replied that Congress- 
man Mann worked against good measures 
in committee, and if defeated there voted 
for them on the floor. 

Miss Kate Gordon told Mrs. McCormick 
she was invading the freedom of the 
states in publishing such a list without 
the consent of the states. 

Then a woman from Massachusetts said 
the list had proved disastrous there be- 
cause it included Senator Lodges: who 
thereupon prevented the adoption of a 
suffrage plank in the Republican plat- 
form. ty 
Blacklist Champions Active. 

That brought into action the auherents 
of the blacklist. Mra. William H. Felton 
of Georgia was the first. She is a little, 
elderly woman who surprised the dele- 
gates with her vigor, -

VILLA MASSES 
ARMY NEAR FOE 


Carranza General at Queretaro 
Tells of Advance; Wilson 
Acts on Vera Cruz. 


Mexico City, Nov. 12.—Gen. Villa is con 
verging his entire army at Lagos, midway 
between Aguascalientes and Queretaro, 
according to Gen. Pablo Gonzales, com- 
manding Mexican forces at Queretaro, 
who is loyal to Gen. Carranza. Gonzatés 
today notified the war department here 
and Gen. Carranze at Cordoba of Villa’s 
movements. 

Gonzales stated his own force now num- 
bers 40,000 men, while reinforcements 
were arriving from other pleces. Villa's 
strength was not given in the message 
from Gonzales. 

It is belfeved a decisive battle will be 
fought in the vicinity of Queretaro within 
a few days, as the concentrating of 
Villa’s troops at Lagos is said to be the 
reply to Gonzales’ recent ultimatum to 
Villa that he and other anti-Carranza 
srenerals resign their commands and leave 
the country immediately. 


No Reply from Villa. 

Gen. Villa has not replied to telegrams 
sent to him by Gens. Obregon and Blanco 
requesting him to resign his position as 
commander of the Conetitutionalist 
troops in the north. 

Gen. Gonzales has sent a dispatch to 
Gen. Gutierrez from Queretaro, saying: 

“From this moment I declare broken 
and of no value whatever the compro- 
mises I may have contracted with the 
Aguascalientes convention, and I am 
ready to fight Villa and his bandits.” 

A general order issued today by the 
military commandant in the capital in- 
formed all officers to be ready from today 
on to call their men to quarters and to 
hold them in readiness for any emergency. 


Urge Leaders to Resign. 

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 12.—Official reports 
from Mexico City said that several chiefs, 
headed by Gen. Gonzales, have sent mes- 
sages to the first chief and Provisional 
President Gutierrez, appealing a second 
time that both Carranza and Villa resign 
their positions. 

The signers of the two telegrams in- 
cluded Gonzales, Gen. Lucio Blanco, and 
Gen. Antonio Villareal, who had acted as 
president of the convention before the 
election of Gutierrez. They asked Car- 
ranzea to resign “in order to prevent 
circumstances growing graver.” They 
advised the first chief that they also had 
sought the elimination of Villa. 

“ Should he not retire absolutely,” they 
seid, “ we pledge ourselves to subjugate 
him to law and order.” 

From Gutierrez they requested that he 
order Villa to leave the country. They 
promised that they also would arrange 
for Carranza to leave Mexico.

RUSSIANS AND GERMANS IN 
NAVAL BATTLE IN BALTIC? 


Steamer Reaching Stockholm Re- 
ports It Was Warned Away from 
Zone of Fight—Heard Firing. 


LONDON, Nov, 18, 2:54 a. m—A dis- 
patch to the Morning Post from Stock- 
holm says the captain of the steamer 
Norden, which has just arrived there, de- 
clares he was warned by a German tor- 
pedo bdat to steer a wide course from 
the vicinity of Gjedser lighthouse, op the 
southern end of the island of Laaland, 
in the Baltic, as a battle between Russian 
and German torpedo boats was in prog- 
ress. The captain also reports, according 
to the correspondent, that he heard 
sounds of heavy firing.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Nov. 12—A 
dispatch received here from Valparaiso 
says that the Japanese squadron seen re- 
cently off Easter island in the Pacific bya 
merchant vessel Gonsisted of eight ves- 
gels. The battle cruiser Konge was the 
flagship. 

German Cruisers Sunk? 

LONDON, Nov. 12.—A report was cur- 
rent in the lobbies of the house of com- 
mons this afternoon that three German 
cruisers had been sunk in the Pacific at 
a place not specified. No confirmation, 
however, of this rumor is obtainable. 

Japanese Squadron Off Chile? 

VALPARAISO, Nov. 12.—It is reported 
that a Chilean collier has seena Japanese 
squadron off Point Carranza.

Buildings Tumble as Bat- 
tle Rages from Dix- 
mude to Arras, 


CRISIS NEAR AT HAND, 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 
NORTHERN FRANCE, Nov. 12—The 
battle still rages from Dixmnude to Arras. 
Churches topple down and factories burn 
with every fresh explosion of a shell. No 
tower which might be used for observa- 
tion is allowed to stand. Explosiveshells 
are fired at these observation points and 
incendiary bombs are dropped on fac- 
tories. 
The nature of the fighting is still critical. 
The aeroplanes are utterly unable to face 
the westerly gales Which have followed 
the period of mist that made them almost 
useless and helped the attacking force to 
conceal its place of concentration. At the 
game time the armies in general come 
nearer to-one another than at any pre- 
vious period. 


Strong at Unexpected Points. 

The tactical fighting has brought out 
quite unexpected strength at particular 
points of support. Owing to the small 
detachments into which the troops are 
divided the ground offers natural places 
of concealment, and with the protection 
of a wood or a quarry a battery or two 
may find itself unassailable. 

Attacks can be organized indefinitely 
until the place becomes untenabie by rea- 
son of an advance in force by elther side. 

The Germans never have shown more 
amazing skill in the discovery of such 


‘| positions than the last few weeks. 


| Their attacks / guch centers are de- 
livered with great bravery. 

That they have not yet made advances 
ia the best sign that they will not, bu? 
even in resisting attacks they have almost 
always used the method of counter attack 
by night and by day should the weather 
be fine. 


All Towns Badly Battered. 

This costly and terrible method has re- 
sulted in this—that every town occupied 
by the Germans and alijes in turn has 
been battered and destroyed. Nieuport, 
Dixmude, Roulers, Ypres, Armentieres. 
Laventie, and Arras, some of them with 
priceless historical relics, lose one beauty 
after another day by day in this fighting. 
Can Lille escape? It le today the salient 
point between the battle’s ferocious in- 
tensity, to be held or destroyed as strategy 
dictates. 

Will Brussels escape midst this appall- 
ing ruin? One begine to despair of the 
safety of the architectural glories of the 
wealthy factories in which the French 
and Flemish im Flanders excel. 


Hard Battle Near Bethune. 

A correspondent of the Times, describ- 
ing a battle near Bethune Tuesday night, 
says the allies won a brilliant victory in 
that region. ; : 

He reports that the Germans advanced 
in the early hours of the morning, taking 
advantage of darkness and mist. They 
found their way barred by barbed wire 
entanglements. The British infantry- 
men responded with heavy rifie fire, 

Then artillery was hurried to the front. 
Shell, shrapnel, machine guns, and rifies 
mowed down the Germana, cutting lanes 
‘im theirranks. When the order was given 
to charge, the British answered mag- 
nificently, driving the Germans back at 
the point of the bayonet and capturing 
four smell howitzers and a large npuraber 
of prisonera

Emden Opens Fire. 

Looking eastward, we could see the rea~- 
gon for this sudden departure, for a war- 
ship, which we afterward learned wae 
the Australian cruiser Sydney, was com- 
ing up at full speed in pursuit. The 
Emden did not wait to discuss matters 
but, firing its first shot at a range of 
about 3,700: yards, steamed north as hard 
as it could go. 

At first the firing of the Emden see 
excellent, while that of the Sydney wae 
somewhat erratic. This, as I afterwards 
learned, was due to the two shots that 
the Germans got home. 

However, the British gunners soon 
overcame any difficulties this may have

The engagement lasted eighty minutes, 
the Emden finally running ashore on 
North Keeling island and becoming an 
utter wreck. 

Only two German shots proved effec 
tive. One, which fafled to explode, 
smashed the main range finder and killed 
one man. The other killed three men 
and wounded fourteen. |

LONDON, Nov. 4. 

Some one declared that Joffre is of the 
school of Napoleon. It isa generalization 
no more accurate than other generaliza- 
tions. 

Nothing could be further from the wars 
of Napoleon than the great battles on the 
Marne, on the Aisne, and now in the 
north. In themeelves they do not present 
anything like the tactical interest of those 
examples of military skill of a hundred 
years ago. And the aeroplane is respon- 
sible. It seeseverything from its elevated 
vantage point. 

Thus the art of war has been robbed of 
that element of surprise which afforded 
Napoleon dramatic opportunity for the 
display of his genius. His object was to 
iscover the weak spot in the enemy's lines, 
and, having discovered it, to hurl upon it 
all the forces at his command. His suc- 
cess depended upon the speed and sure- 
ness with which the great blow could be 
struck. A premature revelation would 
have spoiled all. But a coup of the sort 
is no longer possible, for a maneuver on 
the one side is met instantly by a ma- 
neuver on the other. 


War’s Art Has Changed. 
War now consists of a series of paraltel 
‘movements; itsart haschanged. It would 
be scarcely an exaggeration to say that 
it does not exist. The twe armies turn 
about each other like boxers in the pre- 
liminary phases of a fight. They pivot 
clumsily to catch each other at a dis- 
advantage, and that is practically all 
the art of it. 

The rest is a dingdong battle of resist- 
ance, of marching and.counter marching. 
Anything less like Napoleon's way of 
making war it would be difficult to imag- 
ine, 

Joffre is rarely seen on horseback; but 
he has much the figure of the Corsican—

The 
world needs their help for the future just 
ag much as they need the help of the 
world today. 

Mrs. Arthur Aldis, whose work with the 
Visiting Nurses’ association and the In- 
fant Welfare society has brought her 
into close touch with ioen-ey’s poor and 
needy children, takes this big, general 
view of the work that is being done in 
America for the war orphans and refugees 
abroad. 

“I believe,”* said Mrs. Aldis yesterday, 
“that the poor of our country will not 
puffer because we are giving of our means 
to the sufferers of Europe. Hearts are 
wrung 80 generally that it is sure to react 
upon all worthy movements. 


Cites Good Fellows. 

“Your own Good Fellow movement 
proves that. E\very one is trying to fulfill 
his duty toward suffering mankind to- 
day. People’s hearts have been opened. 
Of course we must not forget our own, 
but I cannot believe that giving a help- 
ing hand to the war orphans will cause 
us to do that.

Tells of Refugees. 

Am interesting story is told by Mrs. 
Philip C. Dyrenforth of the Piaza hotel, 
who has just returned from Europe, after 
nearly a year’s residence abroad.

and Mrs. Dyrenforth and their daughter, 
Miss Marjorie Dyrenforth, left Germany 
the first of June, and went to German 
Switzerland. From there they went to 
Genoa, where they sailed for England. 

“We reached England at a time when 
the refugees were pouring into its ports. 
Americans really can have no conception 
of the situation over there. Dt is horri- 
ble—too horrible to talk about, almost. 
Children in droves, children alone, moth- 
fs with many babies tugging at their 
skirts—everywhere. 

“One woman who had reached France

at midnight. She had taken hertwochil- 
dren, both under 5, by the hands, and had 
tied her three weeks’ old baby in her 
apron. In the flight and the fright before 
the troops her baby had slipped from the 
apron and had been trampled to death. 
Even where the mothers are ieft and 
have their children about them the situa- 
tion is most pathetic, 


Women Work Every Minute. 


“The people of Europe are working 
wonderfully, though. Every one works, 
all the time. Wecame back on the Fran- | 
conia. The boat was haded with pas- | 
sengers, and even the oldest traveler | 
claimed it was the roughest trip in his} 
experience. But no one had time to be | 
seasick. One English woman had brought | 
with her a hand sewing machine, another | 
had been thougtful enough to bring ma-, 
terial for clothes, and another had yarn, 
for knitting. All the way over every one | 
of us worked. And when we reached | 
America’ we had two big boxes of gar- | 
ments packed and ready for shipment | 
back again. 

‘It will be a long time. before the. 
atricken countries can be rehabilitated. 
King Albert has appealed to the English | 
people to give his people homes and work | 
for a time. He has said they suffered | 
more from lack of work than any other | 
thing. If America can do anything to | 
help all the nationalities who are in need | 
certainly it will be a great effort in the | 
right direction.’’

Heart Aches for. Orphans. 
“This place is what I mean,” she said.

O, my heart aches until I 
want.to cry when I think of the war 
orphans, of all of them; the babies in 
Germany and the babies in France, the 
Irish fatherless ones and the English. 
Where the babies are concerned God 
makes no distinctions. One nation is the 
same as another.”

“ Beventy of my people are fighting over 
there,"’ she said, “ and their children may 
be scattered, scattered, starving, crying.

My present husband, Mr. Maaa, 
and I have given money. We will give 
more, but sometimes money does nothing.

The German fortress of Tsing-Tau, with a small 
garrison, held out seven weeks, approximately, 
against as Many troops as Japan and Great Britair 
thought necessary to employ in the work of reduc- 
tion. The French fortress of Manonviller lasted 
one day under fire. The Belgian forts at Liege and 
the French fort at Maubeuge went down almost 
as rapidly when the German forty-two centimeter 
guns were in position. 

It is safe to ignore the human equation in these 
comparisons and look for an explanation in the 
artillery. The Japanese at Port Arthur made an 
exceptional record of sacrificial devotion, which 
evidently they were determined not to repeat at 
Tsing-Tau, seeking results without such cost. There 
was no pressure of undecided military events to 
urge them in attacking the German possessions, 
and they could efford to take their time and spare 
their men. But if they had had an equivalent fo~ 
the German heavy gun the work could have been 
- done quickly and the men spared even more. 

When military experts of the allies allow them- 
selves even optimistically to consider the probable 
duration of the war they predict that it will last 
from a year and a half to three years. These pre- 
dictions are predicated on the arsumption that 
within a comparatively short time—five or six 


months—the Germans will be fighting wholly on the 


defensive on their own territory. 

Evidently it recognizes the fact that the allics 
must go about the carrying of fortified. positions 
in @ manner totally different from the German 
method unless in the intervening time the French 
and English gun makers can produce something as 
remarkable as the German howitzer. 

If Maubeuge had been a German fort equipped 
with German guns, and if the attacking force had 
the present French and British siege artillery, the 
chances are,the fortifications would be intact now.

BY’S appointment to succeed the 
late Sir William Carrington as 
keeper of the privy purse has fol- 
lowed as a matter of course.

It was a heavy sacrifice for Sir Fred- 
erick to make. Neither he nor his gdod 
looking wife has a fortune, and the gov- 
ernorship of Bombay carries with ita 
salary of $60,000 a year, allowances of at 
least as much more, besides magnificent- 
ly furnished palaces in the city of Bom- 
bay and in the neighboring highlands, 
maintained and equipped with servants 
bodyguards, etc., at governmental ex- 
pense, 

. The galary of the keeper of the privy 
purse is nothing like as much. -It does 
not exceed $15,000, although it is prob- 
able that in view of the pecuniary sac- 
rifice made by Sir Frederick in giving up 
the governorship of Bombay, King 
George will make it up to $20,000 a year, 
as Queen Victoria did in the case of his 
father, the late Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby. 

Of course the keeper of the privy purse 
virtually has no expenses of hisown. Ha 
has fully furnished residences in St. 
James’ palace and Windsor castle, at 
Sandringham, and at Balmoral, and has 
free use of all the royal servants, horses, 
carriages, motors, cellars, etc. 

He is invariably a member of the privy 
council, which enables him to be present 
at meetings of the sovereign with the 
members of the*cabinet, since the cabinet 
is after all merely a committee of the 
privy council, and the keeper of the privy 
purse frequently acts as a means of com- 
munication between not ohly the mon- 
arch and his ministers but also with the 
leaders of the opposition.

THE LAKB FRONT PROBLEM. 

Chicago, Nov. 12.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J}~The south park commissioners 
earnestly thank THE TRIBUNE for its edi- 
torials with reference to the improve- 
ment of the lake front. In order to meet 
the views of the mayor and the secretary 
of war, we have agreed that provision be 
made so that the lake shore from Six- 
teenth street to Thirty-first street, and 
even beyond that, if absolutely necessary, 
be held available and used if the time 
ever comes when it is necessary for har- 
bor purposes. 

Two things are essential to meet the 
views of the secretary of war: 

1. Affirmative action by the city council. 

2. An act of the legislature which will 
authorize the south park commissioners 
to hold the part of the lake front above 
mentioned for harbor purposes, the sec- 
retary of war having raised the question 
whether when the submerged land is ap- 
propriated for park uses it mag after- 
wards be turned over to the city for har- 
bor purposes, and he requires that this be 
taken careof. It was because of this that 
Congressman Mann introduced the bill in 
congress. We believe, however, that an 
act of the state legislature will meet the 
situation fully. 

As to establishing a bathing beach at 
Fifty-sixth street, so much needed, no 
action of the legislature is necessary. If 
the city council will join in the request of 
the park commissioners it is believed the 
secretary of war will permit this work to 
be done without delay. Our efforts to es- 
tablish this beach were defeated last 
spring because the council committee un- 
der the leadership of the aldermen from 
the Seventh ward insisted that in addi- 
tion to the bathing beAch at Fifty-sixth 
street we should establish another at the 
southeast ccrner of the park. It must be 
evident at a glance that we could not in 
justice to the other neighborhoods estab- 
lish and maintain two beaches so close to- 
gether. 

We are advised that the city will os- 
tablish a bathing beach farther south. 
This, we trust, will satisfy the demands of 
tne aldermen and induce favorable con- 
gideration upon our application, which is 
still pending. If we can get this permit 
the work of improving the lake front can 
be started at once. A beginning may just 
as well be made at Fifty-sixth as at Six- 
teenth street.

The’ proposéd ordinance creating a per- 
manent morals commission to be com- 
posed of five members appointed by the 
mayor will come up before the city coun- 
cil for action at its meeting next Wednes- 
day. The health committee at its meet- 
ing yesterday resolved to recommend 
the passage of the ordinance in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the 
vice commission. 

The commission will perform the fol- 
lowing duties: 

Study immorality in its various 
forms, its causes and effects. 

Recommend measures for the pre- 
vention of venereal diseases. 

Report violations of the state laws 
or city ordinances covering immoral- 
ity to the prosecuting attorney and, 
the chief of police. _ 

Study legal action necessary for the 
suppression of disorderly resorts with- 
in a radius of three m#tles of the city 

. boundaries. 

Recommend measures for the phys- 
ical and moral rehabilitation of fallen 

Women. - 

Make reports from time to time to 
the mayor and the city council. 


Police Must Co-operate. 

It is stipulated that the ordinance shall 
not be construed as relieving the police 
or the prosecuting attorney of any of 
their duties and that it shall be the duties 
of the heads of the various departments 
of the municipal government to codper- 
ate with the morals commission in its 
work. 

The health committee will meet again 
next Thursday to consider measures for 
carrying out other recommendations of 
the vice commission. At that time per- 
sons affected by the new amending ordi- 
nance abolishing the mayor's power to 
issue bar permits will be permitted to 
state their objections to the proposed 
measure. 


No Liquor at Dances. 

The ordinance, which was proposed by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel George L. 
Reker, states that the mayor may issue 
special bar permits, ‘“‘ provided, however, 
nothing herein contained shall operate 
to permit any corporation, voluntary as- 
sociation, or society of persons organized 
in good faith for fraternal, educational, 
or charitable purposes, or any other per- 
s0n or persons to sell or dispense any 
vinous or malt liquors at any time when 
a public dance is being held.”’ 

The ordinance drafted by Attorney Rek- 
er to fulfill the recommendation of the vice 
commission that “ licenses of saloons in 


the near neighborhood of schoolhouses | 


and other public institutions be revoked." 
was placed on file following consider- 
able debat> as to the property rights of 
the saloonkeeper. Mr. Reker was in- 
structed to prepare another draft provid- 


fing that Hcenses cannot be issued in

Big Stock Pool Urged to In- 
vestment Men Meeting 
at Philadelphia. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 12.—Optimism 
for the outlook in the financial, industrial, 
end commercial world was expressed in 
reports and addresses at the opening ses- 
sion today of the convention of the 
Investment Bankers’ Association of 


America. 

Despite the Buropean war and the at- 
tendant hardships it is said to have caused 
American industry and finamce, several 
of the speakers declared that the future 


low ebb of depression is past. 


Urges a Securities Pool. | 

The proposal by the president of the 
organization, Charles B. Caldwell of Chi- 
cago, that a §250,000,000 pool be formed 
to take over the stocks and bonds that 
might be thrown on the market by in- 
vestors caused considerable informal 
cussion, but action by the convention was 
deferred. 

Mr. Caldwell suggested that the pool 
be launched in connection with the open- 
ing of the stock exchanges throughout the 
country and that it be subscribed by bank-~ 
ers and investors from coast to coast and 
managed by five or seven bankers select- 
ed from Boston, New York, Chicago, and 
Philadelphia. 


He declared that nothing would so re- 
assure the country at large, obtain the 
immediate opening of the stock ex- 
changes,, and aid in reviving confidence 
as the formation of the pool. 


Praises Reserve System. 

Discussing the new federal reserve 
banking law, Rudolph Diamant of New 
York declared that the organization of 
the new system will redound to the bene~- 
fit of the public at large and also to the 
investment bankers. He indorsed the se- 
curities pool as suggested by Mr. Cald- 
well and added that ‘if we could buy up. 
at bargain prices, a large amount of 
American securities from foreign invest- 


try.”” Regarding the reserve banking 
law, Mr. Diamant said: 

“It will have a tendency to stabilize 
interest rates and will go a long way 
toward eliminating serious credit dis- 
turbances. It will place the legitimate 
operations of the commercial, industrial, 
and agricultural communities on a better 
and safer basis, less subject than here- 
tofore to disturbances caused by factors 
outside of their respective spheres of ac- 
tivity and of their own making.”’ 

John E. Oldham of Boston spoke on the 
proposed increase in railroad rates and 
expressed the opinion that a readjust- 
ment is necessary in ordef that the roads 
may be able to maintain their financial 
stability. 

Sir George Paish of London, who was 
expected to speak at one of the sessions 
today, failed to arrive. He sent word 
that he had unavoidably been delayed

Caution on Equipment Trusts. 


In its report the committee appointed 
to inquire into equipment trusts and rail- 
road bonds as investments said that the 
greatest evil in connection with the 
* problem ”’ of equipment trusts is neglect 
of investigation and oversight on the part 
of bankers themselves. 

*“ If our members will make themselves 
familiar with what provisions should be 
included in -a properly drawn indenture 
securing equipment trusts,’’ the report 
said, ‘‘ if they will refue to handle equip- 
ments unless the indenture be properly 
drawn, and if they will continue to guard 
their clients’ interests regularly and sys- 
tematically after they have placed the 
issue by seeing to it that both the trustee 
and the railway company live up to the 
terms of the agreement, then they will 
make it difficult for many of the evils to 
exist which are now confronting the in- 


+ vestment bankers.”

Program for Campaign Work. 

Mrs. McCormick in her report outlined 
the following plan for campaign work:

The appraised valu- 
ation of the cattle already slaughtered 
ynder government order will run, it is 
said, over the $500,000 mark. Farmers in. 
Indiana and Michigan whose stock was 
slaughtered several weeks ago, have not 
received compensation for their property. 


Cost Set at $3,000,000. 

“One would think from Dr. Melvin’s 
order the country was on the verge of 
bankruptcy,’’ said A. G. Leonard, gen- 
eral Manager of the Chicago Union stock- 
yards, in commenting onthe order. “ I'll 
grant, for example, that it will cost the 
government $3,000,000 to stamp out the 
present foot and mouth plague. What is 
it compared with the $3,000,000,000 
worth of cattle we own in this country? 

“ITagree with Dr. Melvin we must care- 


fully guard the meat supply in the United 
States, but we certainly are not placing 
a safeguard about it when we attempt to 
temporize with such a virulent disease.”’ 
Inspection of all cattle before shipment 
to any market was advocated by John T. 
Russell, president of the Unitéd Mastep,} 
Butchers of America, at a meeting held 
at the Hotel La Salle last night, as the 
only safeguard for the prevention of cat- 
tle disease in the future.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov... 12.—More than 
| 480 resolutions dealing with the many 
| Problems of union labor, boycotts, juris- 
: dictional differences, the European war, 
and the social welfare of workmen have 
| béen presented to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor convention for its consid- 
eration. ) 

Among the important resolutions pre- 
sented and referred to committee was 
one by the coal miners urging the presi- 
dent of the United States to insist that 
the Colorado mine operators comply with 
the federal plan for a settlement of the 
strike fn that state and for the govern- 
ment to take over the mines and operate 
them in the event the mine owners refuse 
to accept the peace plan, 


Gompers Has War Resolution. 

Another resolution which attracted at- 
tention and probably will be adopted by 
the convention was introduced by Pres' 
dent Samuel Gompers and related to the 
European war. It conveyed the sym- 
pathy of the organized labor movement 
of America to the organized labor move- 
ments of Europe. 

Among other resolutions introduced was 
one urging the repeal of the Dick military 
law and “ other legislation huving a ten- 
dency to further the spirit of militarism.” 

A resolution presented by the delegates 
from the International Typographical 
union pledges the convention, if it is 
adopted, to, “support any plan which 
has for its purpose the bringing about of 
the disarmament of all nations to the 
furtherest extent consistent with the pres- 
ervation of law and order throughout the 
world.” 


U. 8S. Official Labor’s Friend. 

Committees not being ready to make re- 
ports, the convention today listened to 
a number of addresses by fraternal dele- 
gates and others. 

Among those who spoke was Frank P. 
Walsh of Kansas City, Mo., chairman of 
the United States commission on indus- 
trial relations. He roused the delegates 
to enthusiasm by his speech, in which he 
expressed warm sympathy for the labor 
movement. 

He said that the first report the com- 
mission will make to congress next month 
on the underlying causes of industrial 
unrest will not contain definite conclu- 
sions, The report will, however, state, 
he added, that of 300 employers, represent- 
ing the greatest industries in the coun- 
try examined by the commission, only 
five disagreed with the underlying prin- 
ciples of collective bargaining.

The Nevember grand jury next Monday 
will begin a thorough investigation of the 
tax dodging scandal unearthed by State’ | 
Attorney Hoyne and which is said to have 
eost Cook county nearly $80,000,000 in 
taxes during the last four years. 

The state’s attorney decided to present 
the evidence which his investigators have 
gathered in six months’ work to the reg- 
ular grand jury only after his applica- | 
tion for a special! grand jury had been de- 
nied by Judge George Kersten, chief jus- 
tice of the Criminal ceurtt, backed up by 


Sensationa] Inquiry Promised. 

It was divulged by a man in close touch 
with the prosecutor that the invyestiga- 
tion will be one of the most sensational] 
ever conducted during his administra- 
tion. Evidence already in possession of 
Mr. Hoyne’s aids indicates that indict- 
ments will be considered if not voted 
against more than a score of wealthy citi- 
zena charged with evading the payment of 
their just taxes. 

lt was further asserted that there is 
evidence implicating attachés of the 
offices of the boards of assessors and re- 
view who for monetary considerations 
obtained the cancellation or reduction of 
taxes. 

The most striking cases of apparent vio- 
lation of the revenue laws will be consid- 
ered first, and where there is no indica- 
tion that the dodging of taxes was inten- 
tional there will be no prosecution.

BLAST BLAMED 
TO ANARCHISTS 
Emma Goldman, “However, 


Decries Theory of Hay-. 
market ‘Memorial’ Plot. 


‘RED’ PAMPHLET FOUND 


New York, Nov. 12.—[Special.Jj—An an- 
archist and not a white slaver placed the 
bomb which on Wednesday night dam- 
aged the portico of the new Bronx court- 
house and siightly injured four persons. 

This is the theory of the police, who, 
after finding among the débris fragments 
of an anarchist publication issued shortly 
after Czolgosz shot President McKinley, 
decided that the bomb probably came 
from the same source as those that were 
exploded in St. Patrick’s cathedral and at 
the réctory of St. Alphonsus’ church on 
the anniversary of the execution of Fran- 
cisco Ferrero Oct, 18. 


Similar to Church Bombs. 

Inspector Owen of the bureau of com- 
bustibles said that the bomb that dam- 
aged the courthouse was of similar con- 
struction to those exploded at the 
churches. * 

After finding and placing together the 
fragments of the pamphlet the detectives 
recalled that Wednesday was the twenty. 
seventh anniversary of the execution of 
the Haymarket rioters at Chicago and 
that there were meetings att Forward hall 
Wednesday night in commemoration of 
the death of the “ Chicago martyrs.” 


DENY MEMORIAL PLOT. 

Anarchists in Chicago deny knowledge 
of a piot to wreck the Bronx courthouse 
in New York in commemoration of the 
anniversary of the death of the “ Chicago 
martyrs.’” Emma Goldman, leader of the 
anarchist movement, who is leeturing on 
the drama at the Fine Arts building, said 
she did not believe the story. 

When shown a dispatch telling of the 
finding of scraps of anarchistic literature 
in the wreckage caused by the bomb, Miss 
Goldman laughed. 

“The story is improbable and absurd,” 
she said. “ The anarchists all over the 
country commemorated the anniversary 
of the death of the men who were hanged 
in Chicago twenty years ago, but only ir 
words. I suppose that every anarchist in 
the world spoke of the anniversary, but 
as far as plotting to destroy the New 
York courthouse is concerned the story 
is laughable.

FEATHER X-RAY TEST 
REVEALS BACKBONE IN RULER 


Chicago University Man, Trying 
“Home Made” Apparatus, Has 
Success of California Scientist. 


Efforts of men in the University of Chi- 
|} cago scientific departments to work the 
home made X-ray test with a feather, as 
a California doctor Claimed to have done, 
led to the “discovery ’’ that a wooden 
ruler had a “‘ backbone”"’ yesterday. An 
assistant ‘in one of the science buildings 
made the discovery by an adaptation of 
the test with a Pacific mountain quail 
feather, recommended by Dr. Powell of 
Stockton, Cal. 

Following the doctor’s statement a 
member of a ecience department took a 
feather from a nearby duster, to see if 
the experiment would work without Pa- 
cific mountain quail] and sunlight. By 
placing the feather close before his eyer 
and holding his hand in the rays of an 
electric light he was able to discern the 
outlines of the bones of his separate 
fingers. 

Later the assistant tried the same home 
made X-ray system with a wooden ruler. 
Holding it up to the light, he was clearly 
able to see through the ruler and trace 
ita ‘‘ backbone,’’ he said. The phenome- 
non of the “X-ray’’ was explained by 
the refraction of light raye or an optical 
Ulusion.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—[{Spectal].] 
-~President Wilson had a sharp clash to- 
day with a delegation of negroes over the 
order in force in the executive depart- 
ments segregating the colored from the 
white employés. The issue has been ac- 
entuated uncer the present administra- 
ton with so many southern office holders. 

An organization of southern whites haa 
fanned the controversy by insistent public 
demands that the races be segregated.. 
The speeches and cross-questioning of

the colored visitors became so pointed to- 
day that the president sharply rebuked 
their leader, W. Monroe Trotter of Bos- 
ton, and notified the open: re if 
itcame again tothe White Housdit would 
have to select another spokesman, as 
the Boston man would not be received in 
that capacity. 


Second Tilt with Tumulty. 

After the colored men retired from the 
president's room there was another lively 
tit with Secretary Tumulty. Assembled 
in the lobby outside of the secretary’s 
office the colored delegation was soon 
surrounded by a group of reporters and 
began to narrate what had taken place in- 
side. 

They frankly told the newspaper men 
what the president said and attempted 
in some cases to quote literally from 
thecolloguy. Secretary Tumulty learned 
what was going on and, coming out of 
his office, he called Trotter aside and read 
himalecture on the ethics of White House 
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visitors. Trotter was profuse in his apolo- 
gies and asked the newspaper men not to 
print what he had given them. 


Negroes Had Called Before. 

In the delegation of colored men that 
called to present the complaint were the 
Rev. Byron Gunner of Hillburn, N. Y.; 
M. W. Spencer of Wilmington, Del., and 


several colored pastors of churches in 
Washington and the neighboring coun- 
try. 


It was the second or third call on the 
Same misson, and the visitors showed 


some impatience that the former visits 
had resulted in nothing. Their chief 
complaint wos against Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo, Postmaster General 
Burleson and Controller of the Currency 
Williams 

The delegation was armed with reso- 
lutions adopted by the Massachusetts leg- 
islature and letters from several Demo- 
crate congressmen from Massachusetts. 


Spokesman Offends President. 

They quoted Congressmen Thatcher and 
Peters of Massachusetts, both Democrats, 
and reminded the president that Goy, 
Walsh of Maseachusetts, who had writ- 
to the president urging him 
to rescind the segregation orders, was the 
only Democratic governor in an eastern 
State to be reviected. 

Mr. Trotter, the spokesman, seemed to 
lay much stress on this point and it was 
this that seemed to offend the president, 
Who told his visitors sharply that the ques- 
ten was one to be considered entirely 
art from politics or the political conse- 
Qences that might follow from official 
action in the matter. 


Trotter Recalls Campaign Pledge. 

The president was reminded by Mr. 
Trotter of what he had ‘said in his cam- 
baign for py sident as to what colored 
citizens might expect from his adminis- 
tration. 

“ You sald that your colored fellow citi- 
7ehs could depend on you for everything 
Which would a¥sist in advancing the in- 
terests of their race,” Mr. Trotter said. 
“ Consider that pledge in the face of con- 
tinued colored segregation. As equal citi- 
wens and by virtue of your public prom- 
ies we are entitled at your hands to 
freedom from discrimination, restriction, 
imputation and insult for race in govern- 
Ment employ. Have you a new freedom 
for white Americans and a new slavery 
for your colored fellow citizens? God 
forbid.’’ 


Negroes Demand Wilson Act. 
The president then was plainly told that 
his callers bore an ultimatum from the 
“lored race, and they demanded an ex- 
utive order at once against segregation. 
“We're here to ask you whether you

will do it, and we await your final reply 
that we may give it to the waiting citizens 
of the United States of African extrac- 
tion,” was the substance of the ulti- 
matum. 

Further argument by Trotter was cut 
short when Mr. Wilson interrupted, de- 
claring that if the organization Trotter 
represented wished to approach him again 
it must choose another spokesman, add- 
ing that Trotter’s tone was offensive and 
that he was the only American citizep 
who had ever come into the White House 
and addressed the president’ in such a 
tone and with such a background of pas- 
sion. 

Wilson Explains His Attitude, 

The other visitors received scant com- 
fort. The president told them plainly 
he would not ask for the rescinding of 
the segregation orders in the departments 
and. expressed his sympathy with the 
policy of segregation. He explained that 
it was not for racial reasons that he fa- 
vored segregation, but for the orderly 
conduct of the public business. 

He said that prejudices of races were 
with us and could not be eradicated and 
had to be taken into account. He ex- 
plained that he had asked the heads of 
the departments to see that the colored 
men have the same accommodations or 
equally as good as are given to the whites. 


Ignores Threats of Reprisals. 

The president felt keenly the thrusts 
made at him, the threats of political 
reprisals, and the references to the late 
election results. 

He made it plain that he was not to 
be awed by threats of political extinction. 
He explained the vexations and cares pf 
his high office and the impossible task of 
trying to please people of widely vary- 
ing thought. One of the negroes insisted 
tonight the president talked much as 
Mr. Taft did in the last month of his 
term in the White House, as if he did 
not care much whether he kept the job 
or not. 

The delegation admitted after their in- 
terview that they got a reply promptly 
and much to the point, accompanied by a 
stinging rebuke. 

Condemn Plantation Songs. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 12.—The old plan- 
tation songs, ‘‘ My Old Kentucky Home,’ 
“O, Susanneh,” “Massa in the Cold, 
Cold Ground,” are insults to the negro 
race, according to speakers, both negro 
and white, who appeared today at a hear- 
ing before the school committee. As 6 
result of their protest the committee 
yoted immediately to withdraw from the 
schools a book of forty songs recently 
compiled by the musical director. The 
objections to the songs were based partly 
on the use = the words “ darky,” “ nig- 


ger,’ and “ oon.”

FREES NEGRO; 
‘VICTIM’ ABSENT 


Judge Censures Elusive Mrs 
Steinhaus, Who Caused 
Watehman’s Arrest. 


ORDERS HER TO COURT. 


Efnest Gatewood, the negro arrested 
two weeks ago on the sensational story of 
Mrs. 
street, who said he had attacked and 
robbed her, was released on his own bond 
yesterday by Municipal Judge Ryan in 
the Sheffield avenue court. 

Mrs. Steinhaus failed to appear in 
court against the negro after repeated 
attempts by the arresting detectives to 
get her there. Her hugband also refused 
to appear after he had told the reporters 
of the startling robbery of the $3,500 worth 
of jewels which his wife wore. It was 
learned later that the jewels were worth 
$350. 

Gatewood was employed at the De Luxe 
theater as a watchman. Mrs. Steinhaus 
was found two weeks ago walking along 
the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul rallroad near Wilson avenue. She 
reported the robbery to the police. 


Woman Seemed Dazed. 
Gatewood said the womaa,had come to 
his room in the rear of the theater in a 
dazed condition and left her jewelry. 


court as evidence that Gatewood was be- 
ing held without justification. Judge 
Ryan listened to the attorney’s argument 
and granted bail. 

‘“*I want the police officers in this case 
to bring. this woman in tomorrow,” he 
seid. ‘‘No man can be arrested and 
lodged in jail on the whims of a woman. 
It now appears that the doctor's certi- 
ficate on which Mrs. Steinhaus was ex- 
cused from appearing in court a week ago 
was not presented in good faith.” 

The police tn the evening served Stein-e 
haus with a subpcena to appear in court 
today. The detectives were unable to 
find Mrs. Steinhaus, who, her husband 
said, has gone to a sanitarium.. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Henry Eck- 
hardt said he had tried to get Mrs. Sten- 
haus in court but she had broken her 
promises to him. He said Steinhaus told 
him that his wife had decided she didn‘t 
want to prosecute the negro. 


Wants Her Subptenaed. 

“When Mr. Steinhaus tok me this 
morning she would not prosecute,’’ Prose- 
cutor Eckhardt said, “I told him to tell 
her to come into court and tell that to the 
court. I don’t understand why she isn't 
present. She got the police all worked up 
with her story that Gatewood had robbed 
her and now wants to drop the prosecu- 
tion. I recommend that she be sub- 
peenaed.” 

“Tue CHICAGO TRIBUND invcatignnes 
the. story of Mrs. Steinhaus,’’ Attorney 
Anderson said, “and they show how her 
story and the story of her husband which 
they told to the police is not true. This 
man is being held in jail without the 
semblance of a case against him.” 

Gatewood waa in court with his attor- 
ney. He was allowed to go free after be- 
ing held two weeks “ the county jail.

RICH MAN DEAD, 


Tries to Take Her Own Life 
After Firing Bullets 
Into Millionaire. 


MYSTERY VEILS DEED. 


San Antonio, Tex.,"Nov. 12.—[Special.]— 
Otto Koehler, aged 58, a millionaire, was 
killed this afternoon by Miss Hedda 
a trained nurse, at her 
home in a lonely suburb. After shooting 
the millionaire the nurse attempted to 
take her own life by severing an artery 
in her left arm. 

Following .an investigation, the police 
arrested the nurse and held Mrs. Emme 
Daschel, a friend of Miss Burgemeister, 
who was in the housé at the time, as a 
state witness, 

Miss Burgemeister told Detective Mars- 
den that she had killed Koehler to de- 
fend herself and her friend. 


Five Shots Fired. 

Five shots brought several neighbors 
to the scene of the tragedy. Henry Ford 
was the first to enter the Bedroom of the 
house where the shooting occurred. 

The invalid wife of Koehler brought the 
nurse to this country several years ago. 
The couple bought and furnished a cot- 
tage for her and took an unusual interest 
in her welfare. “According to statements, 
the woman telephqned her benefactor to- 
day and told him she intended to sell her 
home and return to Germany. It is said 
she hasa divorced husband in the German 
army. Koehler went to her home, it is 
understood, in-an attempt to persuade her 
to remain in this country.

$3,000,000, was president of the San An- 
tonto Brewing association, the Contin- 
ental Mining company, the Panuco Moun- 
tain and Monclova railroad, the Monarch 
Mining company, the Texas Transporta- 
tion company, the Americaf Lignite Bri- 
quette company, and vice president of 
the Jimulco Mining company and the Cen- 
tral Trust company of this city.

His holdings in real estate in Louisville, 
Ky., and Altanta, Ga., are large. 

Mr. Koehler was born in Alifeld, Ger- 
many, near Hanover, and came to Amer- 
ica when 18 years of age, entering the 
employ of Griesedieck Bros., brewers, at 
St. Loulsa. He married Miss Emma Bemnt- 
zen in St. Louis thirty-two years‘ago and 
came to San Amtonio in 1880.

others, the privilege of recommending 
such changes in or additions to the 
commerce act from time to time as 
may be deemed wise for the best In- 
terests of all concerned, it renews Its 
expression of respect for and belief 
in the ability and integrity of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
is unaiterably opposed to any action 
that would have the effect of repeal- 
ing the commerce act or influencing 
unfairly the administration of this 
act by the interstate commerce com- 
mission.

‘teaching young persons agriculture 
and domestic science. 

Indorse a movement to collect funds 
arhong the clubs for the support of the 
Park Ridge school. | 
Mrs. Minnie Starr Grainger, chairman 

of the committee, read several other reso- 
lutions which will be acted on at the final 
session tomorrow. One will be the fash- 
ton resolution. 

The next meeting place of the conven- 
tion in all probability will be Rockford, 
The decision is made by the executive 
board at its first meeting in December. 

Mary Bartelme Talks. 

The convention was stirred this after- 
noon by an address delivered by M 
Bartelme of the Juvenile court of 
cago. She spoke on “ The Delinquent 
Girl.” 

“ There is one thing that should be rem- 
edied,”’ she said. “‘ Delinquent girls have 
to go before a grand jury composed en- 
tirely of men. The prosecuting attorney 
asks his questions in a legal form and 
the girls frequently do not know what to 
answer. In thie way men escape pun- 
ishment. : 

“ There were 660 girls brought into my 
court last year, and many of them were 
mentally deficient. ‘We are not doing for 
the deficient girl what we should. There 
is no institution to send her to in order 
to prevent her going out from court un- 
protected and a menace to society.”

It doés not make as good a puree ar 
most beans, aince every particle.of the 
mashed bean, even after being cooked an 
extra length of time, retains its form. It 
is more like the peanut in this respect.

SIEGEL DEFENSE HIT HARD 
BY BANK DISCOUNT CLERK. 


His Testimony Goes te Support 
Grand Larceny Allegation Rather 
than Extension of $684 Loan. 


Geneseo, N. ¥., Nov. 12.—[Speciel.]—Azs 
the climax of today’s session in the trial 
of Henry Siegel on the charge of grand 
larceny, the main defense was under- 
mined. The testimony which upeet the 


| plans of Siegel's lawyers was given by 


Archibald W. McDonald, discount clerk 
of the National Bank of Commerce, dur- 
ing the last half hour of the trial. 

‘The defense had been seeking to con- 
vince the jury of the following state of 
affairs: 

The indictment on which Siegel is being 
tried accuses him of the larceny of $684.05 
from the National Bank of Commerce on 
June 14, 1918, when a check was drawn on 
the bank to the order of Austin Nichols, 
wholesale grocer, and was cashed. This 
money was part of a $100,000 loan obtained 
by Siegel’s Fourteenth street, New York 
City, store from the National Bank of 
Commerce on June 7, 1918, in the form of 
four $25,000 notes, maturing on April 29, 
May 4, 9, and 14, which were renewed 
there by continuing the loan transaction. 
Consequently, according to the defense, 
there was no larceny committed. 
McDonald testified that on April 29 
when the first $25,000 note came due, it 
was canceled before the new note for the 
same amount was made out, and the 
making of the new note constituted an en- 
tirely new transaction, so that the loan 
was not continued or extended. 

On June 14, 1013, the prosecution al- 
leges, the balanée of the Fourteenth street 
store’s credit with the National Bank of 
Commerce was sufficiently impaired to 
make the drawing and cashing of the 
$684.05 check grand larceny. The testi- 
mony of McDonald is held to support this 
view.

ROAD CARRIES 33,389,428 
PERSONS WITHOUT FATALITY. 


Chicago and Northwestern Reports 
2.92 Per Cent Increase in Passen- 
gers for Year Just Ended, 


The Chicago and Northwestern railroaad 
carried 33,380,428 passengers for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1914, without a 
single fatality, according to a report is- 
sued yesterday. The increase in the num- 
ber of passengers carried over the pre- 
ceding year was 2.92 per cent, or nearly 
a million. The Northwestern was the 
originator of the safety movement. 

The statistics include the operation of 
the suburban service as well as country 
service, and extend over a trackage of 
10,000 miles. 

Statisticians have estimated that the 
railroad carried more than one-third the 
entire population of the United States last 
year and that it would require 554.400 
coaches seating sixty passengers each to 
carry them at one time. With seven cars 
to the train, 79,498 locomotives would 
be required to haul the cars. The total 
mileage traveled by the Chicago and 
Northwestern trains during the year was 
21,537,781, or nearly 1,000 times past ‘ds 
tamce around the earth. ‘.
